The only
daugiter of the couple, nine years old,
was sleeping In an adjoining room “at
the time the tragedy ogcurred, Awnk-
ened by the shols, she rushed into the
room only to see her father fall dead.

Mrs, Fryer was still allve when the
police arrived, but died shortly after
she reached the hospital

The little girl ran, in her night cloth-
ing, to a neighbor’s house for ald. She
sald her father, who was only 38 vears
old, had remalned up later than usual
writing letters. Mrs, Fryer was shot
as she slept

Letters from Fryer were found ac-
cusing an unnamed man of wrecking
his home,

The couple were well known in New-
ark soclety, and occupled a handsome
home.

KANSAS HELPED BY FLOODS.

Several Kinds Of vermin Exterminated
In The Kaw Valley.

The greatest disaster which ever
visited Topeka was the flood of last
summer. Occasionally some one dis-
covers that the flood resulted in some
good. One thing which (s a fact
however, and which Is a blessing to
the people of the valley, is that the
mice, rats, moles, gophers and rabbita
have not bothered the district which
was flooded.

Prior to the flood the stores, fac-
torles, dwellings, granaries and all
buildings in the valley were overrun
with rats and mice. Now it Is so sel-
dom that the people who lve In the
district which was flooded see a mouse
or a rat that ghe fact is commented up-
on.

When the water got into the bulld-
ings along the valley the rats and
mice tried to get away. Some of them
succeeded but most of them were
drowned. Many of ‘the rodents got in-
to the upper: stories of the houses
but they could get nothing to eat, and
in thelr efforts to find food they were
drowned. After the flood the ground
was covered with soft mud for months.
The rodents attempted to get out of
the places of safety they had found
during the flood,
something to eal
mud.

_was a blessing, but that was nothing

compared to the benefit the farmers
ell along the Kaw valley recélved by
the death of moles and gophers, Tt
is said that there Is not a mole or
gopher in the valley, where the land
was under water for three days. The
strange part of it Is that the gophers
did not ¢come back after the flood.

Tracts of land that were honeycomb-
ed with mole holes are now as solld
a8 a plece of land ¥hat had been cultl-
vated every year, In fact, there is not
a gopher or mole in the district that
wns flooded., This is the opinion of
the men who live in the flooded dis-

,trict. It may seem ke hunting mighty
hard for benefits from a disaster, but
this relief the farmers have experienc.
ed from the absence of the moles and
gophers has been of enough Import-
ance to cause genernl comment. In
the past fields have been almost ruln-
ed by the pests, and many horses have
been crippled by stepping In the holes
in the fields.

The people in the western part of
the state have been asking for years
for some way to get rid of ‘the prai-
rie dogs. The farmers of the eastern
part have also asked for some method
of cleaning out the gophers. It appears
that the only efféctive method is to
have a flood, which will keep the pests
under water for threes or four days
The remedy ls severe, but it Is effec-
tive. . ’

Another thing that the people In the
flooded. dlstrict have fo be thankful
for s the driving out of the rabbits
from the valley. It would be sup-

, posed that the rabbits would have run
away from the fleod, but they did mok

Many of them were drowned. Strange
as It may scem, the rabbits did net
come back after the flood. Why this
should be, but it is
the truth—Topeka Capital.
